The heavy rain, driven by the 
gale of wind, found its way into 
the ceilings and walls of many of 
the best-conditioned homes, but on 
the whole, the damage in Ashby was 
slight except, of course, to the 
TAarMeTrs'. 

If you boys think you move fast 
at an air raid alarm, you should 
have seen the apple pickers move 
when the hurricane signals were 
raised, 

We know of one orchard where 
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the pickers worked all day, and 
early night through the wind and 
rain to pick about 1100 bushels.

leg. He was also rendered unconse» 
Cious by the explosion of a mortar 
sheill.He wrote that all except one 
of his squad were killed or wound- 
ed and that one of his closest bud- 
dics was killed, 

This is the second time that the 
young Marine has been wounded due 
ring his 28 months stay in the 
southwest Pacific war area as a 
member of the First Marine Divi. - 
Sion. A veteran of the first land- 
ing on Guadalcanal on August 17, 
1914.2, he was wounded at Cape Glou- 
cester on Dec. 26, 1943, He made 

a good recovery from his wounds 

and was stationed at a rest camp 
on the Russell Islands until the 
Palau invasion on Scpt,. 15,194. 

As a result of bravery displayed 
during the Cape Gloucester fighting 
he received a special citation and 
was promoted to corporal. Cpl . 
Hayes enlisted in the Marine Corps 
on Jan.10, 1942. Previous to enter- 
ing the scervicc,he was cmployed in 
the office of Simonds Saw and Steel 
Company in Fitohburg. 


S/Sgt. Allan V. Kangas,A.A.F.
